Egan slammed what he called a 
|} ‘‘lack of loyalty’? shown by the ASF

years. 

“Tommy Cumming got injured 
playing for Australia a few years 
back and was out of the game for a 
long time. Was he looked after by 
people at the top? 

“Look what happened to Peter 
Laumets and Harry Hird last year 
during training for the World Series 
games. Peter did his collar bone and 
no-one even took him to hospital. He 
had to get a taxi. Harry ended up 
needing knee reconstruction surgery 
after getting injured in a training 
game. Was he looked after? 

“It's about time that I returned 
the loyalty shown to me by my club, 
South Melbourne Hellas, by my wife 
and by my employer who allowed me 
time off to train and play for Austra- 
lia.” 

Egan went on the Socceroos’ world 
tour late last year. He played the 
least amount of games of the for- 
wards in Arok’s squad yet was lead- 
ing scorer. 

“That was a sightseeing tour more 
than anything else. It cost a lot of 
money to send us to see the Great 
) Wail of China and all these temples 
| but we're supposed to be soccer 
f players playing for our country and 
| nothing was achieved in that regard 
during the tour. 

“I thought that the tour would be 
used to settle on a squad for this year 
and to get some sort of system or- 
ganised but hat wasn’t the case. I 
played on the right wing, on the left 
and through the middle and all I 
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learnt about what ‘was expected of 
me is that I was supposed to chase 
around like a mad dog.”’ 

The low point of that tour came 
when the Socceroos had to face the 
embarrassment of playing Totten- 
ham Hotspur on a training ground. 

‘We used 20 players in that game. 
We shouid have used them at the one 
time for I’m sure no-one would have 
bothered. All that was missing was a 
Buy with a pair of wellies running the 
ine. 

“All the lads were really sick. We 
went there like a pack of beggars, 
pleading with Spurs to give us a 
game and look what happened. We 
got a wee meal after the match anda 
wee souvenir bag and the Spurs lads 
said that they’d see us soon in 
Australia. Well, they won't be seeing 
me in Australia, J can tell you. 

“If I were arranging their trip 
here I'd send them to Nunawading or 
Frankston to play. That’s all they de- 
serve."

Learn fo accept 
defeat — that's 
Doms message 


Domagoj Kapetanovic was always thinking 
of coming back to Australia since his return to 
his native Croatia at the end of the 1982 


soccer season. 

He had been in this country for three years, [wo as coach of 
Sydney Croatia, winning the NSW State League Championship. 
in 1981, the last with Marconi in the National League 

Now Kapetanovic is back in Australia and in one of Australian 
soccer’s proverbial hot-seats as coach of Melbourne Croatia. 

Croatia's fans and management are satisfied with nothing less 
than success, $o it’s little wonder that Kapetanovic already is 
feeling the pressure. = 

“No-one has said we have to win the championship or we have 
to finish in the top five, but certainly there is a neccessity to do as 
well as possible,” he said. 

On his arrival at Croatia Kapetanovic said he was delighted 
with the way the club was organised and the number of promising 
youngsters ready ta be developed into top players. 

“Rive of our squad of 18 are youngsters with great potential 
who need to make one more step before they can say they are 
estabdlished,’* Kapetanovic ‘said. 

“Gojevic, Runje, Markovac, Juricic, and Trogrlic all have a lot 
of talent but many players die with talent without ever showing 

Spotting talent is one job Kapetanovic is well qualified for. His 
experience is vast with over 300 Croatian first division games and: 
numerous State representations. 

A former assistant coach of the Yugoslav national team, his 
“coaching started with junior teams, progressed to first division 
sides Velez, Zagreb, Dinamo. and Osijek, with Osijek, after an 
unbeaten run of 18 games, joining the Croatian first division for 
the first division in 23 years. 

Ofi in Greece was another stop as were Ahali Benjazi of Libya 
and Metros Toronto in Canada, both of whom won their respective’ 
national championships under Kapetanovic. 1b spnzye? eh 

This experience will be Kapetanovic’s major weapon: {in com- 
batting what he sees,as the mavor problem in Australian soccer, 

“There are a.lack/of coaches here with theirvown ideass They 
have copied the British style and try arid teach this but these are 
not British players,” he said. 

“This has improved over my Ume away as players are realis- 
ing that it is easier to knock the ball and let it, not the player, do 
the work, but the system of 4-4-2 which most coaches play makes 
it difficult to play anything but the British style.” 

At Melbourne Croatia, Kapetariovic sees the basis of a team 
that can wint he Southern Division championship. : 

“The quality is there but we do not yet have a champion team 
system. You also always need a little luck to succeed but that 
luck will come when the team is playing as I want it to play. 

“Our biggest problem is that players do not think ahead enough 
during a game. They should be thinking three or four moves 
ahead, not what to do when they get the ball.” 

Kapetanovic obviously will bring ideas gained in his own coun- 
try to Melbourne Croatia but for Australia to become a force in 
world soccer he believes we must develop our own style of play 
and not rely on a certain European or South American brand. 

“ Australia is regarded world-wide as a sporting nation in tennis 
and swimming — soccer should be no different. Administration 
should be looking for scouts to spot local talent instead of import- 
ing, and selection should favour these locals.” 

At Croatia, Kapetanovic sees three players who, potentially, 
aoe represent not only Australia but almost any team in the 
wor 

But the three, who he would not name, had to show more than 
potential, they had to perform at their highest level week after 
week. 

“As well as this, every player Hs to be a good person, correct 
as both an individual and a sportsman,’’ he said 

Kapetanovic no doubt is Melbourne Croatia through and 
through and feels obliged to make sure 1985 is a success. 

“Being a sportsman, one must accept defeat as well as victory 
and one must take the blame as well as the credit. 

“Those who do not know how to lose don’t deserve to win.” 

Is there a message here for impatient committeemen and fans? 
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He was everybody's 
‘Uncle,’” and he is no 
more. Last week, at 67, 
Joe Viasits died in Syd- 
ney, losing a grim, drawn 
out fight with a severe 
kidney disease. Austral- 
ian soccer has lost one of 
its most significent and 
enduring characters. 

Joe Viasits was what the 
Germans would call ‘'NMeis- 
termacher,” a coach under 
whose care teams, even ordi- 
nary ones, became champions, 
escaped ‘‘certain”’ relegation or 
survived crises. Joe had that 
touch. 















i don’t know what it was that 
made players and teams pull for 
him — but they did. | saw it 
time and time again, at club and 
national level, marvelling at his 
ability to motivate players some 
of whom, under other coaches, 
proved to be trouble-makers.

He was a useful first division 
player in his native Hungary, 
playing for several seasons with 
the small club, Nemzeti NSC, 
then retired at an early age to 
take up coaching. 


He was, during the war, one 
of the very first itinerant 
coaches employed by the Hun- 
garian FA, travelling the width 
and breadth of the country,; 
holding seminars and camps for 
talented youngsters. it was 
during those years that his rap- 
port with junior players deve!- 
oped. 


l first met Joe in Sydney in 
1951 or 1952 when he was 
playing for the Hungarian mi-, 
grant club, Ferencvaros, later 
Europa, pre-runners of today’s 
St George Budapest. 

Joe was in his early 30s then 
but still a tremendously skilful 
player. His halfback line part- 
ners were Feri Kern, ex-Gamma 
and Rudi Demeny, ex-Nagyva- 
rad, both brilliant players; the 
Saints could do with a trio like 
that even today - - -

His first outstanding success 
was the creation of the ‘’Can- 
terbury Kids’’ with the product- 
ion of a team of young, ©X- 
citingly talented locals blended 
with a few imports.

“Whoopy’ Neal and many 
others, like Young, Moore, the

Canterbury team — undoubt- tralian celebrity. 
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One of the finest profes- 
sionals in English football, 
Spurs captain Steve Per- 
ryman, is heading for our 
shores later this month 
with his club to compete in 
the big international series 
involving Udinese and the 
Socceroos. 

Perryman (pictured right) 
is still only one of more than a 
dozen Tottenham players who 
have claimed representative 
honours, mainly at senior 
level, with various countries. 

As an England Under-23 
player, Perryman made 27 ap- 
pearances, yet he did not make 
the breakthrough to senior 
level until June, 1982. ..and 
then it was in the role of sub- 
stitute when he went on 
against Iceland in Reykjavik. 

Many people rate Perryman 
the unluckiest of players not to 
have won a cluster of caps. 

At the start of this season, 
Perryman kicked off with a 
club record tally of 590 appe- 
rances in League games alone, 
and he had also played in 174

The Mexico World Cup finals 
were missed by a single goal — 
an own goal, at that — and Joe 
Viasits never quite forgave him- 
self for the ‘’failure.”’ 
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I have no idea how many fine 
players were discovered by Jos 
Viasits; their number must be 
impressive by any standard. 
And for every youngster who 
actually reached the top under 
him, he must have filled dozens 
of others with a life-long love 
for the game. 
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Even recently, many years 
later, he would remember every 
single detail of that campaign, 
speculating what could have 
been done differently, better, 
more efficiently, to make those 
finals. 


And nobody can do more 
than that. 
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example of skill allied to 
strength, plus sportsmanship, 
throughout his career.

There, he hasn’t got one ‘Australian’ in his midfield (by our 
definition), let alone three. 

So who will make up Arok's midfield for the World Cup 
matches in 1985? 

To get the answer to that riddle, you have to make a little study 
of Arok's team building methods. 

Midway through 1984 the Socceroos Played 9 matches in Aust- 
ralia in the ‘International Series’. Later that year, they played 
anothr 12 games on their ‘world tour’, 


For the World Series the Socceroos usually lined up with a 
Strange formation, using five defenders and either two or three 
midfielders. 


Davidson was pencilled in as a right fullback — but performed 
as a midfielder. 

Joe Watson was the most regular in midfield, followed by Mur- 
phy, with Raskopoulos, Cant, Robertson, McCulloch and Gray

there. Yankos would be ef- 
fective as stopper; he is, 
after all, much faster than 
Ratcliffe and O’Connor. 

Moreover, there are prefer- 
able alternatives to having 
twe out-and-out stoppers in 
your team, for they are 
there at the expense of more 
creative players. 

If you fielded a regular, four- 
man defence, with a stopper 
and a sweeper capable of at- 
tacking, then you could use 
one of the full backs, in addi- 
tion to the stopper, to con- 
front an opposing two-man 
strike force. 

In addition you could, in a four- 
man midfield, include a 
player of outstanding defen- 
Sive qualities to assist the 
back four. 

Now Iet’s look at the personnel 
for the positions discussed 
so far. 

There are two outstanding 
libero types -in Australian 
soccer — George Christ- 
opoulos who excelled in that 
position with Canberra, and 
who now is playing midfield 
for Heidelberg; and Graham 
Honeyman of West Adelaide 
Hellas — previously a for- 
ward and midfielder. 

With Yankos as stopper, you'd 
need to look to one full back 
who could move inside and 

double as a centre-back- 
Stopper, and one with 
creative flair. Bobby Rus- 
sell of SM-Hellas is ideal as 
the defensive type. He over- 
laps tirelessly but has been 
used by Hellas and his 
former club, Adelaide City, 
aS an out-and-out stopper. In 
fact, he played a few games

Ge- 
rardo Gomez also would be 
there because I can think of 
no-one as versatile as he.

credit him totally. 


Here’s mine: I would shift 


Marshall Soper to the mid- 
field! 


It’s not as stupid as it may ap- 


pear. Firstly, Soper has ad- 
mirable ball skill which he 
could utilise more freely in 
midfield than in attack. Sec- 
ondiy, he’s tall and strong 
and peo. to eat people 
raw, meaning if he spreads 
himself around on the park, 
he can scare hell out of a lot 
more opponents. Thirdly, he 
would find it much easier to 
score coming from behind.

Steve Maxwell felt 
sick watching news 
clips. of the young 
Socceroos in action 
during World Youth 
Cup finals in Mexico 
in 1983. 

He had made coach Les 
Scheinflug’s 22-man squad 
but after a training camp 
in Tasmania before the 
finals, the squad was cut to 
18. Maxwell was dropped. 

“I was absolutely shattered. 
My whole game fell apart. I 
even ended up being dropped 
by. Adelaide City,” said the 21 
year old midfielder. 

“Les got us together and an- 
nounced his final squad. He 
said that it was one of the 
toughest decisions he’d ever 
had to make. When I was 
watching the team on TV, I 
kept thinking that it could have 
been me over there playing for 
Australia. 1 didn’t even feel 
like training after missing out 
and after being dropped by my 
club I virtually played out the 
remainder of the season on the 
bench.”’ 

More heartbreak followed 
for at the end of the 1983 sea- 
son, Maxwell’s first with Adel- 
aide City Juventus, he heard 
on the grapevine that the club 
was going to sell him. A 
change of coach and some 
fatherly advice from Juventus 
stalwart. Bugsy Nyskohus re- 
kindled Maxwell's urge to es- 
tablish himself in the NSL. 

“Edmund Kreft took over 
and showed .a lot of faith in me. 
Bugsy told me that 1984 had to 
be my.year, so I gave it every- 
thing I had during pre-season 
training, and Edmund switched

He joined West 
Torrens Birkalla when he was 
10, making his first team debut 
in the last match of the Second 
Division season five years 
later. 

The following year, 1981, 
Maxwell established himself 
at Birkalla and the team won 
the Second Division 
championship. Maxwell also 
played in the South Australian 
team that won the national 
youth championship that year 
by beating Queensland on pen- 
alties in the final. 

“I'll never forget that game. 
It was incredible. We drew 1-1

the header well because I don’t

Towards the end of the 1982 
season, Max Hoffa of Adelaide 
City Juventus picked up Max- 
well and took the youngster to 
watch a big derby against 
West Adelaide Hellas. Max- 
well was impressed, his appe- 
tite for the NSL whetted, he 
signed with Juventus. 

His first game for Juventus 

was a 1983 Ampol Cup match 
against Beograd. Juventus 
won 4-0, ohne of the goals 
coming from a crisp Maxwell 
volley. 
- His first NSL match was ina 
2-2 draw with Canberra at Hin- 
dmarsh Stadium. Juventus 
was 1-0 down at half time. 
Maxwell levelled then Ca- 
nberra hit back to lead 2-1. 
Time was running out. With 
seconds left, Juventus won a 
corner. The bali was crossed 
and fell to Maxwell, who con- 
trolled it on his thigh then 
knocked it in for a dramatic 
equaliser. 

Four days later, Juventus 
won a nail-biting semi-final in 
the Ampol Cup 3-] after extra 
time. Maxwell scored twice. 

His position in the Juventus 
first team seemed assured. 
Until the effects of being so 
near yet so far from playing in 
the World Youth Cup finals 
took their toll. 

Maxwell established himself 
at Juventus last year but near 
the end of the season, his form 
slumped. 

“I spoke to Willie McNally 
and Serge Melta about it and 
they thought that I was fit too 
early last year, so I’ve paced 
myself this year throughout 
pre-season training and I’m 
hoping that I can maintain my 
form.” 

South Austalian referees 
have come in for a fair bit of 
criticism recently, especially 
after South Melbourne Hel- 
las’s 2-2 draw with Adelaide 
City, Juventus at a water- 
logged Olympic Sports Field a 
couple of ‘weeks ago. .

Turning his attention toward 
Juventus’s fortunes this year, 
Maxwell, like coach Kreft, is 
adamant that the side’s 
current position on the South- 
ern Division table isn’t a true 
reficction of the quality of 
soccer it’s playing. 

“We're a ball playing side. 
We like to build it up rather 
than just knock it long like a 
lot of sides do, and I’m still 
confident thatwe can make 
the five, although we’ve got to 
get away from the relegation 
zone first, of course. 

“We're a hell of a lot better 
than our results show and I’m 
sure that by the end of the sea- 
son, everyone will realise that. 
We're just missing too many 
easy chances but that will 
change.” 

Maxwell, despite his set- 
back at youth level, wants to 
play for Australia. There’s a 
problem though. He lives in 
Adelaide. 

“] can’t remember the Jast 
time that a national coach 
came to watch us play at 
home. Maybe that’s the main 
problem. Maybe national 
coaches don’t get about enough 
to have a look at all the players 
available. 

“You definitely don’t get 
seen when you play over 
here.’”’ 

When pushed, Maxwell 
admits that if his development 
is to continue, he'll probably 
have to move to either Sydney 
or Melbourne. But there’s no 
maximum transfer fee clause 
in his contract, so will that 
mean that he’ll be priced out 
of the market when he finally 
moves? 

“I hope not. Adelaide City 
has said that it won’t be unrea- 
sonable.”’ 

Maxwell is one of the 
leaders in “Soccer Action’s” 
Sunicrust under 21 Player of 
the Year award. 

Awards like these give 
young players like Maxwell 
national recognition. No doubt
